The examination was made by Auditor Leslie J. Hann in ac- 
cordance with generally accepted auditing standards that pertain to 
municipal accounting. Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with 
that of the preceding year and included all procedures which were 
considered necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained within the 
scope of the examination, the financial transactions. of the Town 
appear to have been appropriately handled, with such exceptions 
as may be noted in the accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report present 
the result of the financial operations of the Town for the period 
designated. A recommendation is also offered which is believed to 
be worthy of your consideration.

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COMMENTS 
Town of Embden 
February 10, 1950 to February 12, 1951 

An audit has been completed of the books and records of the 
Town of Embden for the municipal year ended February 12, 1951. 
The audit included an examination of the records maintained by the 
Asses.#ors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 

The result of the audit indicates that the following suggestion 
appears worthy of consideration by Town officials: 

Transfers between accounts should be re- 
corded by journal entries rather than the 
use of checks for this purpows:. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The result of 
the year’s operations showed that available funds exceeded expendi- 
tures by $231.53. However, overdrafts were noted in various approp- 
riation accounts, more particularly in the highways and bridges ac- 
counts totaling $1,051.25. Unexpended and overdraft balances are 
summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $1,461.95 
Overdrafts 1,230.42 
Net Unexpended Balances § « 2aaeoe 


The Department of Attorney General has advieed that over- 
drafts are not permitted by Statute, excepting in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to the 
extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 

At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$10,011.91, or a net increase of $685.45 over the preceding year. This 
was occasioned principally by the excess of available funds over 
expenditures of $231.53-and a gain in the settlement of tax lien ac- 
counts of $378.92. — 

The examination also included verifications of investments and 
accounts receivable. 

An insurance policy in force was listed and corporate surety 
bonds were on file for the following officials: 

Tax Collector $5,000.00 
Treasurer $5,000.00

Orthopedic, Pediatric, Cardiac, Hard of Hearing and Mental 
Hygiene clinics conducted by State Department of Health and Wel- 
fare, have been available to children in your town. The services of 
the State Sanitorium were available to those referred for diagnosis, 
x-ray or medical care. 

Community organization and public participation would fur- 
ther health work in your town. Some objectives might be school 
immunizations, school physical examinations and Child Health Con- 
ferences. A Health Council which would combine all the resources 
of your town, would promote better health conditions.

The comfort of the pupils has been improved by the installa- 
tion of adjustable seats and desks and circulating heaters. About 30 
additional seats and desk units are necessary to care for the balance 
of the pupils. . 
. The new floor covering at the Washington and Emerson schools 
keeps out cold and makes it possible to keep the dust to a minimum. 

There is not sufficient storage space for wood at the Emerson 
and Purington schools. Storm windows would increase comfort and 
decrease heating costs. An entry or shelter over the concrete steps 
at the Emerson school would prevent ice on the steps and help pre- 
vent accidents.
